Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants representative explained the differences between Fleck 
and Applicant's invention. Primarily, the distinction between the fetch stage in Fleck and the dispatch stage of 
Applicant's invention. The Examiner explained that the fetch stage in Fleck determined which pipeline the instruction 
was to go in, i.e. the fetch stage dispatched the instruction to the designated pipeline. There is no distinction in the 
claim from Fleck's fetch stage. Applicant's representative also pointed out that, in regards to claim 9, Fleck only stores 
a single instruction and Subramanian does not make any indication of storing all of the kernel instructions in the loop 
buffer. Examiner stated that this would take further consideration than the time allotted. With regards to claim 15, 
Applicant's representative stated that because the kernel instruction were stored all within the buffer, as claimed in 
claim 9, Applicant's invention was able to shut off the fetch unit, which brought instructions in from memory. Examiner 
referred to Fleck's column 4, lines 28-30, which states that the loop pipeline does not need a fetch stage. If the loop 
pipeline does not need a fetch stage, then a fetch unit is not needed as well. The Examiner also stated that no 
guarantees on whether the possible language changes to claim 1 could overcome the prior art without further 
consideration and would require further searching. 
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
